When I worked for Bourns Inc. in Ames, Iowa in the mid-70s, I was a 
production engineer in charge of wirewound element trimpots. We used 
several types of silicone lubes in our manufacturing processes to 
reduce "noise" and to provide permanent lubrication, becuz the 
trimpots were sealed with epoxy- don't remember specific products, 
but most were provided by General Electric Silicones. The same stuff 
was used on the ceramic "cermet" elements which were conductive 
(resistive) material screen-printed on a ceramic base and then fired 
to cure ‘em. Worked well for us then, and also was used in 
potentiometers we produced for the military- was part of the spec. I 
think the different products used were all silicone oils or greases, 
and different only in the viscosity.

Early Hickoks (533, for instance) use a 5V rms grid drive; late ones use 
a 2.5V drive. For high-gain tubes, this may change the necessary 
settings. For low gain ones it porbalby doesn't matter. As far a a pure 
Gm measuring instrument, the measuring side of the tester is compensated 
for the amount of grid drive, except perhaps for signal diodes like the 
diode part of a 6SQ7 or a 6H6.

You know, there was quite an arguement here about a year ago about WD-40. 
The majority said it was garbage. I am with the minorty as I myself always 
keep a can handy. I have used it as a sub for mineral oil. It will 
revitalize dry grease. This one you will like- my barber 
uses it on his electric clippers- I am not too fond of the odor, if you 
are the unfortunate customer to get his hair cut after the WD-40 lube 
well yes you go home smelling of same. On the other end of things, I 
have used it successfully on dirty pots. On most switch 
contacts, that is if they do not arc, such as in high voltage 
applications I have found WD-40 to work well. Some applications need 
cleaning with a dry type contact spray, don't forget about the 
other parts of a selector switch such as the detent mechanism, this 
definitely needs cleaning and relubed. WD-40 again is perfect for this. 
Back to the other end of use spectrum- carb linkage- first 
clean it with gumout then finish with WD-40, no more sticking linkage. 
Car door locks, hood hinges and sliding door mechs on mini-vans.
